The  March  fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy  four  Town  Meeting 
was  called  to  order  at  2:00  p.m.  by  the  Moderator,  L.  Keith  Matheson  who 
announced  that  the  voting  would  be  restricted  to  the  following  articles. 

ARTICLE  1-A.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE  1-B.  To  choose  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

ARTICLE  1-C.  To  vote  on  tne  question:  Shall  we  adopt  the 
homeowners'  exemption  provisions  of  RSA  chapter  72  granting  a  $5,000 
exemption  based  on  equalized  assessed  valuation  on  all  owner-occupied 
units  and  a  $10,000  exemption  based  on  equalized  assessed  valuation  on  all 
owner-occupied  units  owned  by  persons  over  sixty-five  years  of  age? 

ARTICLE  1-D.  To  vote  on  the  question:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  existing  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  gover- 
ning the  use  of  shoref ront  lots? 

ARTICLE  1-E.  To  vote  on  the  question:  Shall  the  provisions  for  absentee 
ballot  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  be  adopted  by  this  Town? 

At  7:30  a  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Beem  and  seconded  by  John  J. 
Bankosh  that  action  on  the  above  articles  be  suspended  and  the  meeting  be 
resumed  in  the  equipment  room  of  the  fire  station  where  Article  2  through 
31  will  be  acted  upon  before  completing  the  above  articles.  The  Moderator 
L.  Keith  Matheson  opened  this  portion  of  the  meeting  by  reading  an  ap- 
propriate prayer. 

ARTICLE  2  —  On  the  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  John 
Bankosh  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $42,727.  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  3  —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Beem  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $24,900.  for  maintenance 
of  Town  highways  and  bridges,  including  sidewalks.  After  discussion  on 
the  conditions  of  the  bridges  and  maintenance  of  same,  the  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4  —  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  David 
Royea  it  was  voted  to  accept  State  assistance  for  Class  V  Roads  and  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $302.10  and  the  State  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $2,013.98. 

ARTICLE  5 —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by 
Bertrice  Obert  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 


exceed  $9,500.  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  town  truck,  and  further  will 
authorize  the  board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $7,500.  in 
the  name  of  the  town  for  this  purpose:  the  balance  of  $2,000.  to  be  paid 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund.  After  some  discussion,  explanation 
of  the  reason  of  retaining  the  old  truck,  and  what  equipment  the  town 
owns,  Lyndol  Pocock  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Robert  Beem  and 
this  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  motion  was  then  voted  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

ARTICLE  6  —  On  motion  made  by  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Heath  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,800  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department  and  authorize  the 
Centre  Harbor  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association  to  expend  said  sum  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  7  —  On  the  motion  of  Robert  Beem  and  seconded  by  Carrie 
Kelley  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,150.  for  the 
police  department:  $6,150.  to  be  raised  by  taxes  in  1974  and  the  balance  of 
$4,000.  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  8  —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,800  to  hire  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  reappraise  taxable  property  in  the  Town:  $5,800  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  in  1974  the  balance  of  $2,000  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Trust  Fund.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Lyndol  Pocock.  A 
lengthy  discussion  followed  on  why  we  should  or  should  not  have  it  done  at 
this  time.  Lewis  Hanson  explained  the  way  the  estimate  of  $7,800  was 
arrived  at  and  read  portions  of  the  letter  that  was  received  from  the  State 
of  N.H.  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  in  regard  to  the  estimate. 
John  Bankosh  and  Robert  Beem  also  answered  many  questions  put  to 
them  in  regard  to  this  article.  Lyndol  Pocock  moved  the  question  which 
the  moderator  was  reluctant  to  accept  so  Mr.  Pocock  withdrew  it.  After 
more  questions  and  much  discussion  Mr.  Orion  Bickford  moved  the 
question,  seconded  by  Gertrude  Martin.  Moving  the  question  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative.  The  article  as  read  was  then  voted  by  a  show  of  hands,  48 
in  the  affirmative  and  26  in  the  negative.  The  article  was  then  declared 
voted  in  the  affirmative  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  9  —  On  motion  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by 
Carrie  Kelley  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  for 
the  operation  of  the  Library. 

ARTICLE  10  —  On  motion  of  Minnie  Nichols  and  seconded  by  Elloyd 
Weeks  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  ambulance  service  for  the  town. 

ARTICLE  11  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Gladys  Bickford  and  seconded 
by  Louise  deSousa  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,400  for  Parks  &  Playgrounds  including  Band  Concerts,  hiring  of 
a  Life  Guard  at  the  Winnipesaukee  Town  Beach,  care  and  maintenance  of 
Wharf  and  Fountain,  beach  area  and  holiday  celebrations.  After 
discussion  of  the  amount,  John  Bankosh  explained  that  the  amount  of 
$5,600  was  the  correct  amount.  Mrs.  Bickford  corrected  the  motion  to 
$5,600  and  seconded  by  Louise  deSousa.  Suggestions  of  a  playground  in 
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West  Centre  Harbor  were  made  and  discussed.  The  motion  as  read  and 
corrected  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  12  —  On  motion  of  William  Montgomery  and  seconded  by 
Mary  Fisher,  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  for 
Welfare  and  Town  Poor. 

ARTICLE  13  —  On  motion  of  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by  Robert 
Beem  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150  for  the  support 
of  Child  and  Family  Service  of  N.H. 

Article  14  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Rob  Roy  Macgregor  and  seconded 
by  Mary  K.  Macgregor  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $133.22  which  is  l-2000th  of  1  percent  of  the  equalized  valuation 
of  Centre  Harbor,  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association,  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the 
Town  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region.  Various 
comments  and  statements  were  made  on  reasons  why  we  should  not 
publicize  the  town  and  also  why  we  should.  After  the  discussion,  a  vote  was 
taken  by  the  showing  of  hands,  35  yes  and  27  no.  The  Moderator  declared 
the  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  15  —  On  motion  of  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded  by  Orion 
Bickford  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.  as  support 
for  the  New  Hampshire  Humane  Society. 

After  article  15  a  recess  of  four  minutes  was  declared  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  16  —  On  motion  of  Priscilla  Christopher  and  seconded  by 
Mary  Fisher  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  as  a 
contribution  to  support  the  Lakes  Region  General  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  17  —  On  motion  of  Barbara  Ulm  and  seconded  by  Priscilla 
Christopher  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for  the  support  of 
the  Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center,  the  cost  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  18  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Guy  Cochran  and  seconded  by 
Mary  Fisher  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $585  to  maintain  and  continue  the  delivery  system  of  services  to  the  poor 
through  the  Laconia  Community  Action  of  the  Belknap-Merrimack 
Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  Lewis  Hanson  stated  the  fact  that  this 
was  one  of  the  programs  the  Federal  Government  was  probably  not 
funding  this  year  but  if  the  Federal  funds  were  forthcoming  it  would  not  be 
necessary  for  the  Town  to  help  on  this  program.  Heidi  Maynard  explained 
the  services  this  organization  performs  for  the  Town.  This  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  19  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Janet  Hooper  and  seconded  by 
Mary  Fisher  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $540  for  the  support  of  Central  New  Hampshire  Home  Care  Services. 
Doreen  Knight  was  given  permission  to  explain  the  function  of  this 


organization  and  services  offered.  After  a  question  and  answer  period, 
this  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  20  —  On  motion  of  Richard  Caldwell  and  seconded  by  John 
Merrill  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250  for  the  im- 
provement, care  and  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Memorial  Park 
Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  21  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Priscilla  Christopher  and 
seconded  by  Mary  Fisher  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000  to  repair  the  Hawkins  Pond  Bridge  at  the  foot  of  Piper  Hill 
Road  in  West  Centre  Harbor.  After  Robert  Beem  explained  why  a  $500 
figure  had  been  considered  by  the  Selectmen,  the  motion  was  withdrawn 
by  Priscilla  Christopher  and  Mary  Fisher.  On  motion  of  Priscilla 
Christopher  and  seconded  by  Mary  Fisher  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500  to  repair  the  Hawkins  Pond  Bridge  at  the  foot  of 
Piper  Hill  Road  in  West  Centre  Harbor. 

ARTICLE  22  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Mary  Fisher  and  seconded  by 
Mary  K.  Macgregor  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  as  its  share  toward  finding  and  developing,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Town  of  Meredith,  a  site  for  solid  waste  disposal. 
(The  Town  of  Meredith  to  appropriate  $4,000).  After  a  lengthy  discussion 
with  questions,  answers,  explanations  and  comments,  this  motion  was 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  23  —  On  motion  by  Mary  Fisher  and  seconded  by  Rob  Roy 
Macgregor  it  was  voted  to  allow  a  discount  of  2  percent  on  taxes  paid  in 
full  within  15  days  of  issue  of  the  tax  bills  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

ARTICLE  24  —  On  motion  of  Carrie  H.  Kelley  and  seconded  by  Elloyd 
Weeks  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  25  —  On  motion  of  Mary  Fisher  and  seconded  by  William 
Montgomery  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive 
and  expend  federal  and  state  funds  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Har- 
bor. 

ARTICLE  26  —  On  motion  of  Gertrude  Martin  and  seconded  by  Mary 
Fisher  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by 
the  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

ARTICLE  27  —  On  this  article  it  was  passed  over  because  there  were 
no  agents,  committees,  or  reports  to  hear. 

ARTICLE  28  —  On  motion  of  Bess  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Elloyd 
Weeks  it  was  voted  to  accept  and  maintain  a  clock  presented  to  the  town  of 
Centre  Harbor  by  the  Centre  Harbor  Women's  Club. 

ARTICLE  29  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Martha  LeRoy  and  seconded 
by  Bess  Hanson  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  use  of  the  flag 
that  was  chosen  from  the  Parks  &  Playgrounds  contest  in  July  1972  as  an 
official  Town  Flag.  (Miss  Nan  McCarthy,  designer).  The  Flag  to  be  flown 
during  the  summer  season  and  adopted  as  a  Town  Seal.  After  much 
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discussion,  the  Flag  in  question  was  shown.  Eugene  Manville  made  a 
motion  and  seconded  by  Mary  Fisher  thai  the  last  six  words  of  the  motion 
be  deleted.  This  amendment  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  motion  as 
amended  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Under  this  article  Mary  Fisher 
donated  a  49  star  American  Flag  to  replace  the  frayed  flag  flying  in  front 
of  the  Fire  Station. 

ARTICLE  30  —  On  motion  of  Eugene  Manville  and  seconded  by  Lewis 
Woodaman  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  current  National  Fire  Protection 
Association's  Life  Safety  Code  101.  Eugene  Manville  explained  and  read 
portions  of  the  Life  Safety  Code  101. 

ARTICLE  31  —  Under  this  article  the  Moderator  read  a  request  from 
the  Supreme  Magistrate  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  which  he  asked 
if  a  vote  be  taken  at  this  town  meeting,  a  more  or  less  opinion  vote  on  the 
following  question:  Do  you  favor  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  so  long  as  this  refinery  meets  all  environmental 
requirements?  The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  objection  to  this 
question.  After  only  one  objection,  a  short  discussion  ensued.  A  show  of 
hands  was  called  to  see  it  the  Town  wanted  to  vote  on  this  question.  The 
result  was  31  no  and  24  yes  so  no  further  action  was  taken. 

An  open  forum  followed.  John  Bankosh  Jr.  read  a  message  from  the 
Disabled  American  Veterans.  The  Disabled  American  Veterans  who  are 
leasing  the  Town  Hall  wished  to  relate  to  the  Town's  People  their  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  use  of  the  building. 

Lewis  Woodaman  then  expressed  the  fact  that  in  five  years  from  now, 
one  of  the  firetrucks  will  not  be  considered,  by  the  underwriters,  proper 
fire  protection.  "This  was  brought  up  for  the  people  to  think  about  it  in 
time  to  buy  another  piece  of  equipment.  It  takes  about  three  years  to  get 
one;  two  years  to  spec  them  up  and  another  two  to  build  them.  So  by  next 
year  or  the  year  after,  this  matter  has  to  come  before  this  Town."  This 
was  presented  in  order  to  inform  the  Town's  People  in  advance. 

John  Christopher,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  an- 
nounced there  were  sample  boxes  of  phosphate-free  detergents  on  the 
table  for  anyone  wanting  any.  This  was  a  way  of  trying  to  encourage  the 
use  of  phosphate-free  detergents  in  order  to  keep  phosphate  from  entering 
our  lakes. 

The  polls  were  reopened  at  10: 15  p.m.  for  ten  minutes  to  resume  action 
under  article  one  for  anyone  who  cared  to  vote  under  this  article.  The 
Moderator  then  closed  the  polls  at  10:25.  The  votes  were  then  counted  with 
the  following  results.

Report  of 
Solid  Waste  Committee 


1.7  Jan. :  Presentation  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  regional  report:  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Plan,  Report  to  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  January 
1974.  Centre  Harbor  &  Meredith  advised  to  combine  on  solid  waste 
disposal  as  cheapest  solution. 

2. 28  Jan. :  Meeting,  Meredith  Town  Offices.  Town  officials  and  David 
Scott,  Exec.  Dir.,  Lakes  Region  Planning.  Meredith  &  Centre  Harbor  to 
raise  $5,000  to  seek  and  develop  new  site.  ($1,000  Centre  Harbor,  $4,000 
Meredith.) 

3.3  April:  Examined  area  on  Route 3,  west  of  Paquette  Paving  Co.,  the 
Smith  Farm.  Smith,  Cross,  and  Rich  farms  reviewed  with  J.  H.  V.  Fisher. 
Stony  soils  and  several  areas  of  very  high  water  table. 

4. 16  April:  Examined  area  around  present  Centre  Harbor  dump,  with 
Joe  Fisher  and  Harold  Wyatt.  Town,  Bigelow,  and  Wood  property. 

5.  18  April:  Examined  area  west  of  Norris  Bartlett  Road.  Mon- 
tgomery, Ransom,  and  Paquette  property.  Hilltops  very  ledgy,  low  lying 
land  very  swampy. 

6.  22  April:  Examined  area  west  of  Old  Centre  Harbor  Road  in 
Meredith  on  Gilman  Hill,  close  to  Power  Line.  Very  high  water  table. 

7.  30  April:  Met  with  Mr.  Clement  A.  Lyon,  Jr.,  District  Con- 
servationist, S.C.S.,  U.S.  Dept.  of  Agric,  and  Joe  Fisher.  Reviewed  Centre 
Harbor  dump,  area  west  of  Route  3,  Lund  and  Hale  property,  and  area  on 
southwest  side  of  Oak  Hill  in  Meredith  off  Winona  Road.  Oak  Hill  area 
most  suitable.  Meredith  Selectmen  wrote  to  owner  who  refused  access  to 
land  for  testing,  and  would  only  give  up  land  if  taken  by  eminent  domain. 

8. 7  May:  Rex  O.  Smith,  Geologist  for  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  came  up  from 
Boston  and  reviewed  4  sites  with  Clem  Lyon  and  R.  R.  Macgregor.  Oak 
Hill  site  was  considered  most  favorable. 

9.  13  May :  Corresponded  with  Dr.  Chapman  and  Dr.  Glenn  Stewart, 
Univ.  of  New  Hampshire.  Dr.  Stewart  sent  a  map  showing  most  suitable 
sand  and  gravel  deposits  that  could  be  used  for  land  fill. 

10.  10  June:  Attended  Solid  Waste  Review  session  at  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Commission. 

11. 20  June:  Attended  Hearing  in  Concord,  N.H.,  called  by  the  N.H.  Air 
Pollution  Control  Commission.  Mr.  Fisher  testified  for  the  Town  of 
Meredith  and  requested  one  year's  delay  in  cessation  of  burning  at  present 
dump  to  allow  for  finding  and  setting  a  new  dump. 

12. 29  June:  Attended  all  day  trip  to  Nottingham  Recycling  plant  and 
dump  site.  Also  reviewed  work  at  Durham,  N.H.  on  new  recycling  project. 
Cost  estimate  for  Nottingham  Plant  was  $45,000  to  $50,000.  Durham 
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estimates  it  should  receive  $60,000  a  year  income  from  high  grade  waste 
paper. 

13.  3  July:  Examined  two  areas  in  Centre  Harbor  recommended  by 
Metcalf  &  Eddy.  Access  would  be  very  bad  to  one,  as  it  is  on  top  of  Sunset 
Hill;  also  the  landowner  is  not  willing  to  relinquish  it.  Second  area,  bet- 
ween Saw  Mill  Hill  Road  and  Bean  Road  is  extremely  rocky. 

14.  9  July:  Visited  site  at  top  of  Jenness  Hill  in  Meredith  with  Mr. 
Lyon,  Mr.  Scott,  Mr.  Fisher,  Mr.  Wyatt,  and  others.  Soils  conditions  were 
excellent,  but  in  twelve  test  pits  that  had  been  dug,  bedrock  was  less  than 
6'  deep  in  six  of  the  pits,  and  not  more  than  six  feet  in  the  remaining  six. 
The  cover  was  considered  too  sparse  for  landfill  without  stripping  a  very 
widespread  area. 

15.  26  Oct. :  Attended  exhibit  of  Solid  Waste  equipment  at  Durham, 
N.H.  Much  information  on  recycling  apparatus  and  other  waste  handling 
material  was  gathered. 

16. 10 Dec:  Met  with  Town  officials,  Mr.  Clem  Lyon,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Sweeney,  Director,  Solid  Waste  Management,  N.H.  Dept.  of  Health  & 
Welfare.  Visited  old  sawmill  site  in  Meredith  which  is  being  considered  for 
an  incinerator  site.  Also  visited  Centre  Harbor  Town  dump.  Test  pitting  on 
the  14th  of  November  showed  over  10  feet  of  good  sand  and  gravel  cover.  It 
is  possible  that  more  testing  should  be  done  south  of  the  dump  on  Bigelow 
land,  but  there  is  a  severe  water  problem  from  several  water  courses  at 
the  foot  of  the  dump. 

Conclusion:  There  is  no  entirely  desirable  sanitary  landfill  site  in 
Centre  Harbor,  and  nothing  in  Meredith  in  close  proximity  to  Centre 
Harbor.  Recycling,  and  exporting  the  remainder  of  the  solid  waste  to  the 
new  Plymouth  incinerator  may  be  Centre  Harbor's  least  expensive 
solution.  Should  Meredith  install  an  incinerator,  Centre  Harbor  should 
cooperate  on  this.  To  date,  no  final  solution  to  the  solid  waste  problem  has 
been  found.

Post  Office:  Dedicated  January  4,  1970 


In  my  research  I  have  learned  that  the  first  postmaster  in  the  town  of 
Centre  Harbor  was  James  Little,  appointed  May  30,  1796.  The  first  Post 
Office  was  located  in  the  ell  of  the  Coe  House  when  John  Coe  was  post- 
master in  1851. 

The  36  open  boxes  inclosed  in  a  frame  was  stored  for  many  years  in 
the  attic  of  the  Coe  House,  which  became  a  dormitory  for  Belknap 
College ;  this  reposit  was  installed  for  the  student's  mail. 

There  were  19  postmasters  before  the  present  one,  Nelson  Lambert, 
the  list  includes  one  woman,  Susan  M.  Locke,  who  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed her  husband,  John  E.  Locke,  who  passed  away  in  1900.  Some  post- 
masters were  reappointed  at  various  times,  the  late  John  H.  Moulton 
served  a  total  of  18  years.  Raymond  E.  Kelley,  a  native  son  and  veteran  of 
World  War  1  served  12  years.  Mr.  Kelley  was  appointed  December  18, 1929 
-  February  4. 1935  and  was  acting  postmaster  June  30, 1960  -  July  6, 1966. 

Many  of  the  residents  at  the  present  time  will  remember  the  Post 
Office  being  located  in  the  front  corner  of  Nichols  Variety  Store,  formerly 
"Morse  and  Stanley."  The  late,  Clarence  E.  Nichols  purchased  the  store  in 
1922  and  made  several  renovations  moving  the  Post  Office  to  the  ell,  which 
was  a  part  of  the  magazine  and  stationery  section  today  at  Burton's 
Corner.  In  1957  the  Post  office  was  moved  must  over  the  town  in 
Moultonboro  in  the  large  building  which  was  built  in  1929  by  the  late, 
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Charles  Leighton  and  is  now  owned  by  William  M.  Clark. 

Built  in  1969 

The  new  Post  Office  is  leased  from  Parlemont  Realty  Trust  of 
Chelmsford,  Massachusetts.  Five  years  ago  the  dedication  was  a  most 
memorable  and  significant  occasion,  giving  the  postal  service  a  new  look 
in  the  town.  This  Post  Office  with  new  equipment,  modern  facilities  and 
parking  area  is  one  of  the  331,000  Post  Offices  in  the  country.  600  of  the  900 
boxes,  with  combinations  are  now  rented.  Eugene  Manville  is  the  Rural 
mail  carrier  for  Route  1,  serving  275  patrons  in  winter  and  365  during 
the  summer  months.  Mrs.  Mabel  Potter  serves  Star  Route  No.  62  with  150 
patrons  in  winter  and  400  in  summer.  W.  Irving  Brown  was  mail  carrier 
for  several  years. 

The  Post  Office  is  not  just  a  repository  for  mail  but  a  pleasant  ex- 
perience to  associate  with  the  friendly,  courteous  employees,  who  con- 
stantly endeavor  to  give  the  public  modern  efficient  service. 

Typical  to  New  England  tradition  the  Post  Office  is  a  clearinghouse 
for  news  ol  town  tragedy,  comedy  and  the  latest  political  news.

The  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties  Community  Action  Program,  Inc., 
has  served  as  a  delivery  system  for  services  to  low  income  families  and 
individuals  of  Center  Harbor  through  the  Laconia  Area  Center  since  1965 
and  recently,  since  November,  directly  through  the  new  Meredith 
outreach  office. 

The  purpose  of  the  neighborhood  center  is  to  present  convenient  and 
comprehensive  help  to  low  income  and  other  needy  persons  and  to  spur 
their  efforts  to  better  themselves  and  their  environment.  It  is  designed  to 
promote  the  effectiveness  of  needed  services  and  maximum  participation 
of  neighborhood  residents  in  center  planning  and  operations. 

Through  the  Meredith  Community  Action  Center  a  complete  array  of 
services  and  programs  are  offered.  The  Community  Action  Program 
serves  in  a  referral  and  advocate  capacity  for  low  income  people  in 
emergency  situations.  It  works  with  the  people  to  assess  the  community 
needs,  develops  programs  to  meet  these  needs,  and  generate  the  funds,  in- 
kind  services  and  non-cash  donations  to  support  the  programs  developed.

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of- 
doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written 
permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindled 
on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire  then  he  must  have  the 
permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9 
A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two 
decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became  so 
dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in 
Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and  a 
complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties  plus 
the  Towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through 
the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire 
occurred  at  any  time  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

Town  of  Centre  Harbor 


The  Planning  Board  held  25  regular  meetings  during  1974.  In  addition 
there  were  two  public  hearings  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  Shorefront  Use 
Amendment  to  the  Centre  Harbor  Zoning  Regulations.  The  Planning 
Board  was  also  represented  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Commission  and  several  special  meetings  which  were  held  to 
find  the  most  viable  and  economic  plan  for  solid  waste  disposal  when  open 
dump  burning  is  no  longer  possible. 

During  the  year  14  subdivision  requests  were  submitted  to  the  board. 
Thirteen  were  approved  and  one  was  disapproved.  Three  other  possible 
subdivisions  were  not  pursued  after  preliminary  discussion  due  either  to 
the  purely  exploratory  nature  of  the  inquiry  or  because  the  lots  in  question 
were  clearly  substandard  due  to  soil  types  and  drainage  conditions.  Of 
special  interest  was  the  approval  of  a  12  lot  subdivision  on  Sturtevant 
Cove,  each  of  which  was  in  excess  of  5  acres.  This  land  had  originally  been 
planned  for  v4  acre  subdivision  by  the  Asquam  Beach  and  Ski  Club  back  in 
1967.  but  had  been  challenged  by  the  Squam  Lakes  Association  and  others 
as  posing  a  major  pollution  threat  to  the  lake.  While  the  board  does  not 
foresee  any  immediate  increase  in  the  annual  number  of  subdivision 
applications,  the  possible  sale  of  one  or  more  large  tracts  of  land  within 
the  town  could  significantly  alter  the  picture  with  a  corresponding  impact 
on  the  community. 

The  membership  of  the  Planning  Board  changed  only  slightly  during 
the  vear.  While  Mr.  Edward  Dane  and  Mr.  R.  Leigh  Ulm  were  reappointed 
to  the  positions  which  they  have  so  ably  filled,  the  board  was  reluctantly 
forced  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Carroll  Hunter  due  to  his  moving 
into  a  new  home  in  Moultonboro.  While  he  will  be  greatly  missed  the 
board  was  most  pleased  to  welcome  back  a  former  member  from  West 
Centre  Harbor,  Mrs.  Louise  (James)  de  Sousa,  to  fill  Mr.  Hunter's 
unexpired  term. 

For  the  coming  year  the  board  is  looking  forward  to  effecting  some 
clarifications  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  where  experience  has  shown  that  a 
need  exists.  The  board  is  also  looking  forward  to  instituting  a  Subdivision 
Checklist  to  facilitate  the  processing  of  applications  while  at  the  same 
time  assuring  full  protection  to  the  interests  of  all  abutters  and  new 
residents. 

Meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  are  regularly  scheduled  on  the  second 
and  last  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the  Municipal  Building  and  the  board 
alwavs  welcomes  visits  or  suggestions  from  any  resident.
